Too Much Corn Hurts 


Gestating Sows, Pigs 


AUBURN—The big corn sup- 
;Ply on hand this year may, 
tempt farmers to give nogs more 
than their share. And where 
gestating sows are concerned 
overfeeding of corn can do ser-| 
ious damage. 

According to G. B. Phillips of 
the API Extension Service, too 
much corn tends to keep sows 
|from eating the protein foods 
they need to produce strong, 
| healthy pigs. Excess grain also 
| makes the animals to fat to far- 
row their litters easily. | 

Phillips, who is Extension an- 
imal industry specialist, said 
this week that thousands of gilts | 
and sows on Alabama farm! 
have been bred to farrow earl; | 
next year. These animals ought 
not to be left in corn fields ton 
long, he advised. Grain should} 
be hand-fed, sco that sows will 
not gain too much and will 
reach farrowing time in good 
condition. 

Recommended rations include 
one-half to three-fourths of a 
pound of protein supplement 
daily, plenty of green grazing 
and a constant supply of simple 
mineral mixture, as well as the 
hand-fed corn.
